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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to correct obvious errors appears below. Should the 
changes and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as 
provided by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

1 . In line 5 of claim 2, "a" has been changed to - -said- 

2. In each of lines 6, 9, 10, 1 1 , 17, 24 and 27 of claim 2, "member" has been 
deleted. 

3. In line 2 of claim 8, "member" has been deleted. 

4. In each of lines 2 and 4 of claim 9, "member" has been deleted. 

Claims 2-18 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 2, the prior art of record fails to show a seating unit including a 
locking assembly to selectively engage the seat to the support frame to thereby secure 
the seat to the support frame after displacing the seat to one of a plurality of extended 
positions; a first actuator handle, affixed to the support frame; a second actuator handle 
affixed to the support frame and spaced from the first actuator handle; an actuator 
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assembly disposed on the support frame, the actuator assembly in communication with 
the locking assembly, whereby upon activation of the actuator assembly, the locking 
assembly engages the seat to the support frame; a first cable extending between the 
first actuator handle and the actuator assembly; a second cable extending between the 
second actuator handle and the actuator assembly; whereby upon activating the first 
actuator handle, the first cable is tensioned thereby activating the actuator assembly to 
engage the seat to the support frame, or upon activating the second actuator handle, 
the second cable is tensioned thereby activating the actuator assembly to engage the 
seat member to the support frame, in combination with other specifically claimed 
features. 

Regarding claim 1 1, the prior art of record fails to show a seating unit including a 
linearly positionable seat with a locking assembly to selectively engage the seat to the 
stationary base after positioning the seat to one of a plurality of positions, a first actuator 
disposed at a first end of the stationary base, a second actuator disposed at a second 
end of the stationary base, an actuator assembly in operable engagement with both the 
first actuator and the second actuator, and the locking assembly whereby upon 
activation of either the first actuator or the second actuator, the actuator assembly 
engages the locking assembly to thereby release the seat from the stationary base and 
allow movement of the seat with respect to the stationary base, in combination with 
other specifically claimed features.
